Residents will exercise their freedom to run 
around in the middle of the street at the Mattapoisett 
Road Race on July 4. Founded in 1971, the race will 
cover five miles - not kilometers, mind you, because 
this is America, after all! - along the coastline and 
through the village, finishing at Shipyard Park. Although 
preregistration has closed, aspiring participants can still 
sign up on July 3 until 8:00 pm at Shipyard Park and from 
7:30 to 8:30 am on the day of the race. 

The starting gun - or its equivalent - will go off 
at 9:00 am. Throughout the history of the race, the Race 
Committee has given over $120,000 in awards to Tri-Town 
students who have been involved in running. Proceeds 
from this year's race will go to ORRHS senior athletes.

Push for Historic Places in the Tri-Town 

Marion, Mattapoisett and Rochester Historical Commissions 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

The lighthouses at Ned's Point and Bird Island 
are listed on the National Register of Historic Places 
(NRHP), something that takes lots of time and effort to 
achieve. Currently, the Marion Historical Commission 
is working on adding three more places in town to 
the NRHP. Those include Minister's Rock, the First 
Congregational Church of Marion, and its chapel on Main 
Street (home to Penny Pincher's Exchange). 

In Rochester, an application is in the works to 
place East Over Farm on the federal registry. Currently, 
Rochester has two other sites listed on the NRHP, one 
being the Old East Rochester Church and adjoining 
Woodside Cemetery, which is home to the Rochester 
Historical Society, and the North Rochester Church on 
North Street. 

Mattapoisett has, aside from the lighthouse, the 
Old Grange Hall located on Route 6. There are no current 
plans for additional sites in Mattapoisett. 

"This is a multiyear project,'' said Robert Jones,

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who is spearheading the Marion effort. "The application 
is very thorough and detailed, and it is a back and forth 
discussion with the commission/' 

After the original application was filed, Jones 
heard back from the NRHP, which asked additional 
questions. In the case of the First Congregational Church 
of Marion, they asked how many churches were in the 
town in 1841 and how many cemeteries are in the town. 

''They want to get to know about us before they 
make a decision," said Jones. 

According to Jones, the applicant works with 
the state historical commission, which approves it prior 
to submission to the federal level. Many towns are 
submitting more and more applications, which creates a

To Honor Lincoln and Our Country 

This Mattapoisett Life 
By Marilou Newell 
Looking back through the veil of time to July 

1863: 

''Confederate Gen. Robert E. Lee concentrated 
his army around Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, upon the 
approach of Union Gen. George G. Meade's forces. On 
July 1, Confederates drove Union defenders through 
Gettysburg to Cemetery Hill. The next day, Lee struck 
the flanks of the Union line, resulting in severe fighting 
at Devil's Den, Little Round Top, the Wheatfield, Peach 
Orchard, Gulp's Hill and East Cemetery Hill. Southerners 
gained ground but failed to dislodge the Union host. On 
the morning of July 3rd, fighting raged at Gulp's Hill with 
the Union regaining its lost ground. That afternoon, after 
a massive artillery bombardment, Lee attacked the Union 
center on Cemetery Ridge and was repulsed with heavy 
losses in what is known as Pickett's Charge. Lee's second 
invasion of the North had failed. 

"51,000 soldiers from both armies were killed, 
wounded, captured or missing in the three-day battle. 
Four months after the battle. President Lincoln used the 
dedication ceremony for Gettysburg's Soldiers National 
Cemetery to honor the fallen Union soldiers and redefine 
the purpose of the war in his historic speech." 

I reprint that excerpt from www.civilwar.org 150 
years after the battle of Gettysburg colored the ground 
red with blood. Families lost everything dear to them, 
including one another as they found themselves on 
opposing sides. The memory descends the decades. 

When visiting Gettysburg, where so much horror 
took place, one becomes overwhelmed by the quiet, as if 
a dome of silence encapsulates the space. Visitors speak 
in hushed tones and walk slowly. What do we absorb in 
this place of hallowed ground? Is it the enormity of what 
humans can do to one another in the name of their cause? 
Is it the lengths we will go to when our belief systems

mandate the ultimate sacrifice? Or, in this case, was it the 
absolute necessity to crush a system that set one class of 
person aside for use as instruments of commerce: slavery 
for profit? Maybe it is all of these things combined. 

The Civil War swept along every man, woman 
and child in its wake. It consumed our nation and 
through the throbbing pain of war brought about the end 
to commercial slavery in this country. Yes, there were 
many other nuances to the Civil War; yes, all slavery did 
not end completely when the North won, but it was the 
right beginning to its end. Amen. 

As I read Lincoln's Gettysburg Address, spoken 
to commemorate that field of battle as a final resting place, 
the words are fresh if just a little stilted to my modern 
eyes and ears. However, they could be words spoken now 
in the Middle East, in the Sixties in Vietnam, in the Forties 
in France, Germany or the Pacific Islands. The words are 
to remind us ''someone has given their all." 

July 4, our American Independence Day, is 
another hallmark in human history purchased through 
bloodshed. I guess that is just the way we are built, 
physical battles versus verbal exchange. I wonder: Is that 
the only way to win? I don't know. 

What I do know is that I'm proud of being 
American in spite of all our missteps, our sometimes over- 
zealous efforts to help other nations, our willingness to 
sacrifice our young for the freedom of oppressed people 
in other countries, and let's not forget, feeding disparate

populations. 

Each occasion we have to celebrate our great, 
young nation makes me ponder what the founders would 
think of us today. Would they be pleased with what we 
have done with the gift of freedom they fought so hard 
to bring about and preserve? I think so. Our nation is not 
perfect, but it is so much better than many other places 
around the globe. Can I get a witness? 

Our experiment in self-governing continues. 
It should, in my opinion, continue to evolve and not 
stagnate due to apathy or a rigid inability to accept 
that changes may be needed. In our little town, we can 
exercise our right as American citizens by participating in 
government, helping to create an even better place to live. 
We just have to be willing to get involved. 

And while thinking that change is important, Fm 
old-fashioned too. A few years ago, I took my dad to a 
Veteran's Day Celebration at Old Hammondtown School. 
Dad received the Bronze Star for his actions during the 
invasion of Normandy and subsequent participation 
in the liberation of France. I wish I knew more, but I 
don't. That bothers me. Due to a fire in Oklahoma at a 
federal records facility, hundreds of thousands of military 
documents were forever lost, including my dad's. 

But that day at the school as Dad tried to follow 
along as the school band played patriotic music, while 
various speakers spoke of the sacrifices our military 
made, how they saved our way of life, with veterans

dressed in their uniforms honoring those who never 
came home - Dad's tears flowed. He didn't understand 
everything, but he understood enough. And then 
one of the most moving speakers of the event came 
forward. George Randall recited extemporarily Lincoln's 
Gettysburg Address. It was breathtaking. His is the only 
speech I remember from that day and his evoked the 
grandest applause. 

That Randall could so eloquently speak Lincoln's 
words and that the words could be so full of meaning 
even today moved me to tears. Yep, there we were: Dad 
and I, tearfully enjoying the experience, acknowledging 
heroes known and unknown. Thank you, George Randall, 
for that fond memory. Thank you also for making me 
think about Lincoln's words as never before, with deep 
appreciation of just what freedom has cost. 

The 150th anniversary of the battle of 
Gettysburg is July 1 through 3. An excerpt from www. 
abrahamlincolnonline.org notes the following: "On June 1, 
1865, Senator Charles Sumner commented on what is now 
considered the most famous speech by President Abraham 
Lincoln. In his eulogy on the slain president, he called it 
a 'monumental act.' He said Lincoln was mistaken that 
'the world will little note, nor long remember what we say 
here.' Rather, the Bostonian remarked, 'The world noted 
at once what he said, and will never cease to remember 
it.'"

Although we citizens 
of this great country are divided in many ways, I think 
we'd agree that President Lincoln got it right in the 
Gettysburg Address: 

'Tour score and seven years ago our fathers 
brought forth on this continent, a new nation, conceived 
in Liberty, and dedicated to the proposition that all men 
are created equal. 

''Now we are engaged in a great civil war, testinj 
whether that nation, or any nation so conceived and so 
dedicated, can long endure. We are met on a great battle-

NEW PUPPY 

I got a new puppy and he is biting me like mad. I say ''no 
hite" hut it isn't working. Any suggestions? 
Congratulations on your new puppy. Once he gets 
to 5 months of age the annoying sharp baby teeth 
fall out so the problem disappears. In the meantime, 
puppies play using their mouths so the bites you are 
getting are not malicious in intent. Two main sugges- 
tions: play dates with other dogs to wear your puppy 
out. They have energy that they need to disperse and 
playing with another dog every other day or so is the 
easiest way to accomplish this. Part two, is that your 
puppy probably doesn't care what it is chewing on so 
substitute a toy for your hand. Rawhides, beef bones, 
ropes, tough soft puppy toys all may work well. 
Throw a ball for the puppy to fetch. He wants to play 
and you just need to divert his attention to something 
other than your hand.

hearing; a fact that Baldwin said has been lost in the 
exchange. 

"We weren't making a unilateral decision by 
any stretch of the imagination/' Baldwin said. ''We were 
asking for input from the Selectmen, and that didn't 
happen. The email was read at their last meeting - 
apparently this is the policy - and I had no idea about 
this, nor was I asked to attend." 

Selectmen Chairman Steve Gushing said at 
the meeting that any decision should wait for public 
input. Upon receiving a good deal of it. Selectman Jody 
Dickerson confirmed that he "had been informed by 
the Tree and Parks Committee that they are not moving 
forward," according to Board Secretary Debbie Paiva. 

"I'm happy," said resident Annie Rockwell, 
who had objected to the removal. "The trees did nothing 
wrong. Cutting down trees is not what a Tree Committee 
is supposed to do. Public input is what the Selectmen 
asked for, and that's what they got. I hope they don't 
revisit this in the future." 

Baldwin said that the issue had been 
misconstrued, and readily accepted its resolution. 

"I understand people are sensitive about trees," 
she said. "God knows I am. We've done a lot for the 
town, and for us to be painted as villains isn't fair. I feel 
badly that it got out of hand, and the trees aren't going 
anywhere."

According to Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera, the contracts include brand new job 
descriptions for each of the employees, and also include 
the same cost of living increases that were approved at the 
last town meeting. 

Also approved were changes to the contracts of 
the entire Police Department, which includes a change to 
the former sick-day policy, which allowed for the accrual 
of sick time and subsequent "cashing in" of that sick time 
at the end of expiring contracts. 

"We've cleaned [the contracts] up quite a bit," 
Town Counsel Blair Bailey said. 

"We're ending that practice [of the cashing out of 
sick time]. The goal is to still benefit the employee when 
they need the sick time, but to avoid that burden for the 
town." 

LaCamera also discussed the status of several 
construction projects in the town, both present and future. 

He said that the current Town Hall project "is 
coming along very nicely," and that three sides of the 
building are done, as well as the installation of new 
furnaces and air conditioners. 

As for projects at the Council on Aging and Police 
Station, he said that they were currently "stop and start" 
because of the amount of rain of late, but that they hope to 
be completed very soon.

Dindal of Morgan Wheelock, Inc. and Jim Manganello of 
LEC Environmental. The parcel has a delineated wetland 
in the middle of the property and a second, fingerlike 
wetland on the property. Essentially, there are two 
isolated vegetative wetland systems on both sides of the 
proposed driveway. 

Davignon broke the discussion into nine sections, 
some with sub-sections, and described the proposed 
activities in each, which included removing a large 
number of trees, some located in the wetland areas. 

"This is a complex project,'' said Davignon. 
According to Davignon, the property owners want to 
extend the water view from the property and beautify the 
driveway entrance. The property has a rolling lawn to a 
pier in Planting Island Cove. 

The Commission asked questions and 
discussed the project with the three representatives. The 
Commission wanted more details on a proposed footpath, 
any grading to be done, a perennial stream on the 
property, and where the septic system would be located. 

"Even fallen trees in a wetland provide habitat," 
Commissioner Norm Hills said.

Responding to a solid whack on my shoulder - 
hopefully not Hanky - 1 hug my friend, Dave Barker. 

"One more set and Fd have cleaned your 
clock/' I tell him, and Dave laughs. We had some excit- 
ing tennis matches, and I often wondered if Dave and 
Jill juggled cupid's arrows. The distant memories keep 
coming back. 

Dave's father. Hump, owned a 34-foot yawl, 
Barkeroll. Dave, Jack, and I sailed to the Vineyard for 
the annual Edgartown 
Regatta, a party week- 
end with a traditional 
Yacht race. After lead- 
ing one hour into the 
race, we either lost 
our bearings, made 
a wrong turn, or had 
too many beers, and 
several boats followed. 
We did not know 
where we were, but 
Captain Dave made up 
for it with speed. Later, 
after several beers and 
apologies, everyone 
laughed. 

I learned a 

valuable lesson on this voyage. While Jack slept, I filled 
his nearly empty beer can with salt water. Awaken- 
ing, Jack took a slug, retched, spit, and reached for his 
"shoot a frisky shark" gun. Dave grabbed him around 
the neck, saving my life. Fortunately, Hump sold Bark- 
eroll before three disillusioned argonauts' formulated 
plans to join the New York to Bermuda Race, with or 
without loaded guns.

Jill replies, "You should have asked Hanky if 
June plays volleyball." 

"Hanky lies," I say, but why should anyone 
care about an entirely plausible relationship? "Go- 
Fish," Jill says, with a huge contagious smile. 

It is important to spend quality time with my 
hooligan twin in this special place where mischievous 
behavior ignited exposure during our parents' genera- 
tion. Jill's potato sack and three-legged marathons are 
history. With a few health problems of my own, includ- 
ing a couple of urgent visits to overcrowded ER rooms, 
we could discuss our medical issues. Definitely, I am 
proud of Jill for not belaboring a happy reunion with 
hospital talk.

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In The End

This Is the End, Starring Seth Rogen and James Franco. 
Directed by Seth Rogen and Evan Goldberg. Running 
time: 106 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

In the opening half hour of This Is the End, Holly- 
wood loses about 90% of its thirtysomething comedic tal- 
ent. James Franco, playing himself, is throwing a big party 
at his L.A. home, and anyone who's anyone is invited. 
Seth Rogen and Jay Baruchel, also playing themselves, 
decide to head on over. The party, though, is interrupted 
by gaping hellmouths and rampaging demons. The end, 
indeed, seems to be nigh — in downtown L.A., various 
people are raptured away in beams of blue light. Among 
the survivors are Franco, Rogen, Baruchel, Jonah Hill, and 
Craig Robinson, all holed up in Franco's not terribly well- 
fortified fortress, waiting for rescuers who never come. 

The comedy of that first half hour rests largely on 
watching various sitcom players and / or one-time Judd 
Apatow cast members falling into the abyss. The remain- 
der of This Is the End pits the increasingly unhinged survi- 
vors against each other as they fight over water rationing 
or territorial rights to a porn magazine. It's funny in a 
lazy let' s-get-a-group-of-dudes-together-and-have-f un 
way that reminded me strongly of the '80s comedy-movie 
aesthetic, particularly some of the Cheech & Chong films. 
Like those films. This Is the End was made for stoners by 
stoners; as in most everything Seth Rogen has appeared 
in, vast quantities of weed are toked, as well as copious 
intake of cocaine and ecstasy. At one point. Franco and 
Rogen sit around and brainstorm a sequel to their can- 
nabis hit Pineapple Express; later, they and the other bored 
survivors actually film it on Franco's camcorder left over 
from 127 Hours. 

Bits of everyone's filmographies come in for 
ruthless mockery, except maybe for the serenely sarcastic 
Craig Robinson, who has one note — he always seems to 
be raising a bemused eyebrow to the camera even when 
he isn't — but plays it well. When party-crasher Danny 
McBride enters the scenario, and, earlier, when an axe- 
wielding Emma Watson joins in, the movie has an enter- 
taining randomness. It sags a bit, though, when we're just 
watching everyone squabble over the rapidly depleted 




supplies, 
and that 
takes up 
a good 
chunk of 
the film. 
Still, these 
guys are 
amiably 
stupid 
company, 
and Jay 
Baruchel, 

who lacks the name recognition of his co-stars, emerges as 
the movie's unlikely hero and moral center. 

As a potentially cameo-heavy Hollywood satire. 
This Is the End is disappointingly front-loaded, though a 
couple of surprise appearances near the end earn the big 
laughs they get. The movie cost around $32 million but 
mainly stays indoors; most of the money, I gather, went 
into the destruction effects and the shadowy hell-beasts 
who pop up here and there, chasing the guys around 
or visiting Jonah Hill in his bed. I would' ve liked more 
outdoor movement; there's only so much boredom and 
annoyance one can watch before one becomes bored and 
annoyed. Past a certain point, the novelty of hanging out 
with comedians goofing around shades into irritation at 
watching rich people goofing around, and This Is the End 
crosses the line a couple of times. 

Essentially, the movie is too self-amused to be 
truly inspired or gonzo, considering this premise and this 
cast — especially the cast it wastes in cough-and-a-spit 
roles, like Aziz Ansari, Kevin Hart, and Mindy Kaling. 
Also, self -parody may come a little too easily to a meta- 
actor like James Franco, who was probably funnier on 
General Hospital as a psycho artist named Franco. (Half 
the fun of a comedy like this is actors playing against 
expectation, but aside from Emma Watson we don't re- 
ally get that. Seth Rogen is pretty much the Seth Rogen 
you'd figure he'd be, and so on.) But the movie's very 
self -amusement makes it go down easy, and it'll make a 
decent Netflix streaming choice in a few months. It'll sit 
comfortably on the shelf next to Cheech & Chong' s Nice 
Dreams or Next Movie (though C&C's masterpiece. Things 
Are Tough All Over, occupies a higher shelf alongside The 
Man With Two Brains and Top Secret). Don't file it with the 
apocalyptic flicks, though: The Day After Tomorrow, 2012 
and World War Z are (inadvertently) funnier.
